two, which are the Fundamentals of their 
Order enjoining Humility and Poverty; for in 
his Seventh Chapter, St. Bennet aſſigns twelve 
Degrees of Humility for his Monks to practice; 
which how well they comply with, you may 
find by the humble Titles of the Abbots of 
Mount Caſſin the head Monaſtery of his Order, 
of which himſelf was firſt Abbot.

gedytwice to hold, whilſt that meck Prelate 
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As theſe Monks began to be notorious to n. Clani- 
the World for their Obſcenities and Luxury ; a. 


in the Year of our Lord 912 * Oden Abbot of 
Cluny, took upon him to correct their Abuſes, 
and gave Riſe to the Claniacts; Who were the 
ſame Year tranſlated by Alphreda Queen of 
England; for, who more proper to promote Su- 
perſtition, than a zealous ignorant Woman.
